LINE RETURNS 

With the completion of the Gyro 
Machine area, the Electronics Division 
has acquired production machining 
facilities to expedite the manufacture 
of gyroscopes. 

This move in fact returns to the Elec¬ 
tronics Division the production facili¬ 
ties which were transferred to the 
Portland Division at the time of the 
move into this new facility from the 
old Iron Fireman buildings. The 
reasoning was that all metal cutting 
operations were to be kept in the Port¬ 
land Division away from our dirt free 
“Clean Room” assembly areas. 

Now, in the interest of better con¬ 
trol of scheduling, planning, and com¬ 
munications, a new “controlled 
environment” area was formed by en¬ 
closing the area formerly occupied by 
Inspection and Silk Screen departments 
and Department 93 installed here. 

The department consists of 42 men
